POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  for  the  middle  of  the  year  1937?  was  27,800,  showing 
an  increase  of  330  on  'the  previous  year.  The  estimated  increase  in 
population  since  the  last  census  (1931)  is  1,514.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses,  in  the  same  time  was  1,628. 

BIRTHS 

Four  hundred  and  seventy  live  births  were  registered  in  the 
Borough  in  1 937 •  The  Birth  Rate  was  l6.1  per  1000  population,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  rate  of  17*6  in  the  previous  year  and  17»2  in  1935*  Still 
births  numbered  20  (9  in  193^)  and  "the  rate  per  1000  total  (live  and 
still)  births  was  40. 

The  Illegitimate  births  in  the  year  were  22  as  compared  with 

13  in  1936. 

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was,  for  live  births  14«9 
and  for  still  births  .60,  per  1000  population 

The  still  birth  rate  in  Worksop  (per  1000  population)  was  .74. 

DEATHS 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  corrected  for  inward  and  out¬ 
ward  transfers,  numbered  262,  as  compared  with  293  in  193^» 

The  crude  death  rate  per  1000  of  population  was  9*4  (10.6  in  1 93^ ) • 
Using  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  for  the  district  (1.14)  the  correc¬ 
ted  death  rate  was  10.7* 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14. 9 • 

The  table  on  page  5  gives  causes  of  all  residents  deaths  in  the  year 

Deaths  from  organic  Heart  Disease  numbered  72,  and  from  other  cir¬ 
culatory  diseases  15,  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  l6,  making  altogether  103 
or  39  Per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  35* 

Influenza  accounted  for  14  deaths,  as  compared  with  5  in  193^«  15 
deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis.  Of  these,  10  were  Pulmonary  and  5  Non- 
Pulmonary.  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  previous  year  numbered  20. 

In  the  year,  the  only  deaths  from  the  ordinary  Infectious  diseases 
were,  two  from  Measles. 

Deaths  amont  Infants  under  1  year  numbered  23  as  compared  with  29 
in  1936* 

The  death  rate  among  Infants  per  1000  live  births  was  48. 

The  rate  in  the  previous  two  years  was  -  59  in  1 93^  and  49  in  1939* 

The  cor  re sponding  rate  for  the  year,  for  all  England  and  Wales  ms 
58.  11  deaths  among  Infants  (47  per  cent  of  total)  were  due  to  ante¬ 

natal  causes.

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  attending  the  Clinic  are  allowed  free 
milk  and  other  necessities,  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  when  he  considers  that  extra  nourishment  is  necessary  as  part  of 
their  treatment . 

Children  under  5  years: 

Free  milk  (liquid  and  dried),  cod  liver  oil  and  virol  are  allow¬ 
ed  for  children  (l  ~  5)  when  the  family  income  per  head  is  below  a  cer¬ 
tain  figure,  approved  by  the  Committee.  Ailing  infants  and  children 
are  given  special  milk  and  other  foodsf  suitable  for  their  condition* 
Dried  milk  is  sold  at  cost  price,  and  at  less  than  cost  to 
necessitous  cases,  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer.

Provision  of  Dentures. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  provision  of  artificial 
dentures  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  who  have  had  free 
dental  extractions  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Clinic  Medical 
Officer.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  local  Dental  practitioners 
at  the  scale  of  costs  in  operation  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act.  Dentures  are  provided  free  of  cost  in  necessitous 
cases.  In  others,  a  charge,  fixed  by  the  Committee,  is  made  for 
part  of  the  cost,  in  proportion  to  income. 

Maternity  Outfits  are  provided  for  expectant  mothers  attending  the 
Clinic,  and  sold  at  cost  price. 

In  necessitous  cases  the  outfits  are  given  free,  or  a  small 
amount  charged  to  those  who  can  afford  part  of  the  cost.

Home  Helps. 

In  December  the  Committee  agreed  to  provide  home  helps  for  mothers 
requiring  assistance  during  the  period  of  confinement,  the  service 
to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

Midwives . 

Five  County  Midwives  have  been  allocated  to  the  Borough  under  the 
new  Act  of  1J3&* 

They  are  all  resident  in  the  Town  and  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  County  Council. 
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Consultant  Service 


During  the  year  our  Consultant  was  called  in  by  private  Practitioners 
on  3  occasions;  and  his  services  were  required  for  three  major 
operations  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  on  cases  which  had  attended 
the  ante -natal  clinic* 

Child  Welfare  Clinic* 

Dental  Treatment* 

43  children  under  5  years  received  free  dental  treatment,  at  10 
sessions,  at  a  cost  of  £21* 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

By  agreement  with  the  Victoria  Hospital  Committee,  children  1=5 
years  are  admitted  for  operation  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  ade¬ 
noids  at  a  fee  of  £1*11 *6d.  Six  cases  were  treated  during  the 
year  at  a  cost  of  £3*3 «0d* 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Children  requiring  Orthopaedic  treatment  are  admitted  to  Harlow 
Wood  Hospital  and  maintenance  charges  are  paid  by  the  Council* 
During  the  year,  two  children  were  under  indoor  treatment  for 
serious  deformities,  and  for  these  charges  of  £112*10. Od*  were 
paid  • 

Children  suffering  from  minor  deformities  etc.  attended  the  Clinic 
of  the  Worksop  Branch,.  Nottinghamshire  Cripples  Guild,  held  in 
rooms  provided,  free  of  cost,  in  the  Council's  Child  Welfare  Centre* 
The  Council  contributes  £25  a  year  to  the  Guild. 

During  the  year  33  attendances  were  made  by  children  referred  from 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinic.

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


These  remain  as  recorded  in  detail  in  my  Report  1934,  with  the 
following  additions:- 

Ante -Natal  Clinic • 

Owing  to  limited  accommodation  and  an  increasing  number  of  Mothers 
attending  the  Clinic,  it  was  decided  in  November,  1937?  to  hold  weekly 
sessions  instead  of  fortnightly.,  A  Consultant  Clinic  is  now  held 
monthly. 

Victoria  Hospital. 

During  the  year  another  Consulting  Surgeon  was  appointed  to  the 
staff  to  organise  a  Fracture  Clinic,  to  serve  the  town  and  the  outlying 
districts  in  the  contributory  scheme  of  the  Hospital® 

In  the  current  year  it  is  hoped  that  additional  beds,  in  a  separ¬ 
ate  building,  will  be  provided  for  the  work.  At  present,  the  surgeon, 
Mr.  F.W.Holdsworth,  F.R.C.S.,  of  Sheffield,  attends  one  day  weekly  or 
at  special  times  if  required.  He  is  assisted  in  the  work  by  the  Senior 
House  Surgeon  who  has  had  special  training,  and  by  the  Honorary  members 
of  the  Surgical  Staff • 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 


The  Council's  well  at  Sunnyside  continues  to  give  an  ample  supply, 
for  all  requirements,  in  the  area  of  piped  supply.  The  average  monthly 
supply  within  the  Borough  was  20,073? 300  gallons,  an  increase  of  nearly 
a  million  gallons,  on  the  previous  year.  An  increased  amount  was  also 
delivered  to  the  Worksop  Rural  District  in  the  year.  The  avacage  monthly

supply  being  3>054,4l6  gallons.  During  the  year,  the  Water  Committee 
have  considered  various  tenders  for  Water  Softening  plant,  to  be  installed 
at  the  Waterworks,  and  at  an  early  date  a  scheme  for  softening  the  public 
water  supply,  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  loan 
sanction*

Two  new  electrically  operated  verticle  spindle  pumps,  each  with  a 
capacity  of  2,000  gallons  per  minute,  against  a  total  head  of  26o'-0M, 
have  been  installed  in  these  works;  and  the  steam  pumping  plant  which 
has  rendered  good  service  for  58  years  is  now  out  of  commission. 

Rhodesia  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  which  take  the  sewage  from  the  villages 
of  Shireoaks  and  Rhodesia,  continue  to  work  satisfactorily.  The 
effluent  is  examined  frequently  by  the  Rivers  Board  Inspector  and 
the  classification  is  good. 

Lowgrounds  Drainage  Scheme. 

The  scheme  for  draining  the  low-lying  land  between  Woodend  and  Sandy 
Lane  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  June,  1337 J  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  site  of  the  proposed  pumping  station,  is  situate  in 
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a  plot  of  land  for  which  application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  for  power  to  acquire  compulsorily,  for  use  as  allotment 
gardens,  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  held  up,  pend¬ 
ing  the  result  of  a  Public  Inquiry  into  the  proposed  purchase  which  was 
held  on  May  31st,  1938*

All  these  premises  were  Inspected  at  various  times  throughout  the 
year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Generally  the  conditions  in  and  about 
the  sheds  show  improvement,  and  verv  little  cause  for  complaint  was  fourd 
with  regard  to  water  supply,  drainage,  light  and  ventilation. 

All  the  milk  herds  in  the  district  were  clinically  examined  during 
each  quarter  of  the  year  -  in  the  first  and  third  quarter  by  the  County 
Veterinary  Officers,  and  in  the  second  and  fourth  by  the  Council's  Veter¬ 
inary  Inspector.

The  method  usually  adopted  for  disinfestation  is  to  spray 
thoroughly  all  woodwork,  cracks  and  crevices  of  infested  rooms  with 
efficient  insecticides,  this  being  followed,  where  necessary  by  fumiga¬ 
tion  (block  fumigators). 

Frequent  re-inspections  are  made  of  houses  which  have  been 
treated  and,  if  necessary  the  process  is  repeated.. 

Advice  is  given  and  suitable  disinfectants  supplied  to  the  ten¬ 
ants  of  disinfested  houses  in  order  to  enable  them  to  guard  against  fur¬ 
ther  infestation® 

Before  removal  of  tenants  into  Council  Houses,  their  bedding, 
furniture,  etc®  is  subjected  to  careful  inspection  and  if  these  are 
badly  infested  and  of  little  value,  they  are  destroyed;  otherwise  spray¬ 
ing  and,  if  necessary,  fumigation  is  carried  out®

Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884,  and  Public  Health  Act,  133^' 


During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1337?  20  canal  boats  were 
inspected,  and  these  had  40  men  and  youths  as  occupants. 

The  cabins  were  found  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  or  any  infringement  of  the  Acts  and  Regula¬ 
tions  was  met  with. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1313* 

During  the  year  62  complaints  were  received  and  136  visits  were 
madg  to  premises  in  connection  with  the  destruction  of  rats. 

The  following  report  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture  and  Fisheries  with  reference  to  the  action  taken  during  the  Nation¬ 
al  Rat  Week,  1st  to  6th  November,  1937  • - 

’’Public  attention  was  directed  to  the  need  of  co-operation  dur- 
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ing  this  campaign,  by  the  display  of  135  large  posters  on  all  the  bill¬ 
posting  stations  in  the  Borough,  and  public  notices  were  inserted  in 
the  two  local  weekly  papers,  which  have  a  large  circulation  in  the  town 
and  surrounding  districts. 

The  occupiers  of  122  business  premises  including  all  works,  farms 
and  the  L.  and  N.E.  Railway  Company  were  circularised  and  supplied  with 
a  copy  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Bulletin  No®  30 
(National  Rat  Week  edition),  also  copies  of  their  Advisory  Leaflet  No. 

43  were  distributed. 

A  rat-catcher  was  engaged  to  deal  with  the  Council's  lands,  pre¬ 
mises  and  some  of  the  sewers,  also  the  banks  of  the  River  Ryton  and 
streams  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Rat  infested  area.s  of  the  sewage 
outfall  and  other  places  were  treated  with  Cyanogas. 

42  visits  were  made  to  rat-infested  premises  and  from  information 
received  from  various  sources,  the  combined  action  taken  during  this 
special  effort  produced  good  results".

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


The  Collection  and  Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

In  presenting  my  report  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1338,  I  have 
pleasure  in  saying  that  the  work  has  steadily  progressed  and  the  standard 
adopted  by  your  Council  has  been  carefully  maintained. 

The  conditions  of  the  work  of  the  cleansing  service  have  gradu¬ 
ally  changed  from  year  to  year,  by  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  and 
pail  closets  into  water  closets,  the  abolition  of  wet  and  dry  ashpits, 
and  the  substitution  of  portable  galvanised  iron  ashbins,  as  shown  by  the 
following  table  :

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The  staff  consists  of  1  foreman,  2  motor  drivers,  2  carters,  10 
loaders,  and  2  men  engaged  on  disposal  at  Blyth  Road  Tip.

One  10  cubic  yard  S.D.  Freighter,  barrier  type  dust  vehicle^  1  - 
new  10  cubic  yard  S.D.Freighter,  rear  loading  movable  floor  freighter,  1 
low  loading  dust  cart  with  ball  bearing  hubs  and  four  steel  sliding 
covers,  cubic  yards  capacity;  2  carts  fitted  with  loose  canvas  cover^ 
1  tumbler  cart  (for  cesspools  and  pail  closets)  and  2  horses. 

The  Council  are  considering  the  purchase  of  a  new  ^Dennis1’  750 
gallon  Cesspool  Emptier  with  interchangeable  10  cubic  yard  side  loading 
refuse  collecting  body,  to  replace  the  two  open  carts,  the  low  loading 
dust  cart,  the  tumbler  cart  and  2  horses. 

The  S.D®  freighters  are  garaged  in  a  building  adjoining  the  rail- 
way  siding  on  the  Carlton  Road  Tip,  and  the  horses  stabled  at  the  Canal 
Road  Depot. 

Methods  of  Disposal • 

Controlled  tipping  (no  salvage)  in  the  Blyth  Road  Sand  Quarry. 

The  refuse  from  Rhodesia  village  (about  20  cubic  yards  per  week) 
is  tipped  on  a  low  lying  piece  of  ground  adjoining  ’’Woodhouse  Inn’* • 


Additional  refuse  and  other  materials  have  been  deposited  in 
the  Blyth  Road  Tip  by  the  Borough  Engineer's  Department,  Electricity 
Department,  Markets,  Builders  and  Private  Traders,  consisting  of  rubble 
and  bricks,  3*422  tons,  soil  2,803  tons,  sweepings  754  tons,  trade  re¬ 
fuse  1,551  tons,  sawdust  and  bark  8I3  tons,  and  straw  77  tons;  total 
3,426  tons  during  1337°  *’
